VDTs PRESENT NO HEALTH HAZARDS... 


"There is no valid scientific evidence 
that video display terminals (VDTs) are harm- 
ful to your health - or eyes" according to a 
report commissioned by the National Institute 
for Occupational Safety and Health (NIOSH). 
VDTs are the little TV screens used to display 
computer data. Although 40-80% of the termi- 
nal operators questioned reported eyestrain, 
this was no different than non-VDT users. The 
report took a twelve member panel - two 


years and $180,000 to produce. 


On the question of excess radiation, 
the researchers found that VDT operators are 
subjected to less radiation from terminals 
than from:the sun and fluorescent lights. The 
New - York based "March of Dimes Birth 
Defects Foundation" said that VDTs "don't 
cause miscarriages, deformed babies or prob- 
lem pregancies. 


But many states are not convinced of 
the findings! Several states have or are con- 
sidering legislation on VDTs covering such 
areas as work/rest periods, vision testing, 
mandatory periodic maintenance and proper 
"ergonomics" (illumination/glare control, 
desk/chair heights, back support, etc.) This 
has prompted NIOSH to consider formulating 
nationwide federal standards for VDT use.

LICENSE PLATE CHARACTER RECOGNITION ™ 


Automated law enforcement could 
become a reality if LPCR - license plate 
character recognition - gains acceptance. The 
little known technology consists of a high-res- 
olution video camera; character recognition 
imaging electronics, and a microprocessor that 
could immediately interrogate criminal and 
police record files. 


An LPCR system (which is installed 
along city streets and highways) is triggered 
by an oncoming automobile. The system quick- 


‘ly reads the license plate of an automobile, 


compares it to its data file (list of outstand- 
ing warrants, people who have had_ their 
license suspended or revoked... even common 
parking ticket scofflaws) and then photo- 
graphs the driver. A two camera system is 


used to automatically send speeding tickets! 


Needless to say, the system has met 
some outrage from the public who don't care 
for the "Big Brother" real-time surveillance 
implications. On the other hand, an LPCR 


system would free the police for more 


important responsibilities and writes speeding 
tickets for pennies! wsyi
